The  other  role  that  was  double 
cast  was  that  of  Elsa  von  Schrader,  the  seemingly  devious  fiancee  of  Captain  von 
Trapp,  played  by  both  senior  Evan  Zimmerman  and  junior  Lauren  Pardey. 
Captain  von  Trapp  was  played  by  senior  Chris  Andrews. 

The  musical  is  the  story  of  Maria,  a young  postulant,  who  is  sent  to  the  Von 
Trapp  household  as  their  governess.  Once  there,  Maria  encounters  several 
challenges.  The  children,  whose  mother  had  died  some  years  earlier,  are  some- 
what unruly.  Their  lather,  an  Austrian  naval  captain,  is  for  several  reasons  a bitter 
man,  bent  on  total  control  of  his  family  in  the  same  way  he  has  control  over  the 
men  under  his  command,  is  very  difficult  to  work  with.  Through  a well-needed 
dose  of  fun,  Maria  manages  to  soften  the  heart  of 

Capt.  Von  Trapp,  and  gain  the  respect  and  love  of  the  children.  At  the  same  time, 
Capt.  Von  Trapp's  life  is  complicated  by  the  Nazi  control  over  recently  occupied 
Austria.  Despite  no  similarities,  Maria  and  the  Captain  manage  to  fall  in  love  and 
get  married. 

Much  like  last  year’s  musical  The  Wizard  of  Oy,  the  cast  was  comprised  of 
students  from  both  the  Middle  School  and  the  Lower  School.  Those  not  from 
the  Upper  School  played  the  roles  of  four  of  Captian  von  Trapp’s  children.  This 
year’s  musical  was  one  of  the  best  in  recent  memory.
